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ILLINOIS BREEDERS’ ANNUAL 
MEETING 

The Holstein-Friesian breeZers of 
Illincis held the Annual Meeting of 
their society in Springfield on Octo- 
ber 8th, at the time of the State Fair.

Dr. O. E. Dyson, Illinois State Vet. 
erinarian, addressed the meeting on 
the subject of the Tuberculin Testing 
of Dairy Cattle, drawing particular 
attention to the very unenviable po. 
sition Illinois breeders are placed in 
at the present time, due to the lack 
of State regulation of the Tubercu- 
lin Test. Dr. Dyson has formulated 
a definite plan, of which he distrib- 
uted printed copies to all present at 
the meeting, covering the owners of 
Registered Dairy Cattle, for the pur- 
pose of bringing such cattle under 
the supervision of the State Veteri- 
narian in respect to Tuberculin Test. 
Dr. Dyson’s plan includes a Roll of 
Honor for the clean herds, and appro- 
priate classification for all others. 

Dr. Dyson also gave assurance that 
his plan included the acceptance of 
his Tuberculin Test Certificates by 
the Live Stock Boards of other 
States, into which the cattle might 
be shipped. Thus, Tuberculin Test- 
ing at unfavorable times, such as 
extremely hot weather, would be 
avoided, as the seller could imme- 
diately ship his cattle to other states, 
provided they had been tested and 
accepted during the year by a State 
Veterinarian. After fully explaining 
the conditions of his proposal, Dr. 
Dyson invited questions from all 
points that might occur to the breed-

Editortals 


At this time of the year, 
The Forge with the growing season 
on the Farm.over and crops har- 

vested, the farmer finds 
a little respite from strenuous, exact- 
ing labors—a sort of breathing spell 
in which he has time to reflect upon 
the successes nd shortcomings of his 
farm work. He will recognize that a 
large farm offers’.a great variety of 
activities tnd necessarily numerous 
points at ,which losses may occur. 
Now is a good time to sum things 
up and see wherein improvements can 
be made. 

On every farm a great many re- 
pairs have to be made. Often these 
are of a very simple nature that -any 
person could do if they*but had the 
tools, Or, in the making of¥a, simple 
contrivance, he may find. himself’ 
stalled—a piece of metal may «require 
a hole, to be bent or welded, any of 
these operations very easy of perfor- 














without at a considerable inconveni- 
ence or that he purchases at a con- 
siderable expense. To sum up, it 
looks reasonable that every farm, un- 
less located adjacent to town and 
blacksmith shops, should have the 
means for making simple improve- 
ments or repairs, in case of break- 
downs, requiring immediate mending, 
—in short, the farm should have a 
forge and anvil, a drill press, a work 
bench with vice and tools that go with 
these. 

Many may think that forge work 
is the business of an expert and so 
it is, but any person can readily ac- 
nuire the necessary skill for making 
and moulding pieces of metal as de- 
sired, he can do welding and even 
tempering of some tools as chisels. 
For the.farmer, who wishes to have 
his farm properly equipped and, 
thereby insure himself against the 


exasperating..annoyances that other- |} 


wise often occur, through lack of tools 
to do some simple work, we present 
the following list of blacksmith tools 
for the farm, recommended by the 
Department of Mechanical Engineer- 
ing of the Colorado Agricultural Col- 
lege:

REPORTING TESTS 
By M. H. Gardner, Supt. A. R. 


It is now time to call the atten- 
tion of Holstein-Friesian breeders to 
the changes made at the last Annual 
Meeting in the relations existing be- 
tween them and the Advanced Regis- 
try office while official tests are in 
progress. From the beginning of the 
official test, probably in order to en- 
courage our breeders in such work, 
it has been considered that a breeder 
had a vested interest in the results 
of his tests, and that he was privi- 
leged to keep the results of such tests 
from the public, and to use the thir- 
ty-day interval allowed for report- 
ing tests in the obtaining possession 
of as many relatives of the cow tested 
ss might be possible. So for many 
years, while I, as Superintendent of 
A. R., have required all breeders 
making tests with productions above 
certain minimums to keep me advised 
as to the productions from day to 
day, in order that verification - tests 
might be ordered when desirable, I 
have held such reports and all other 
knowledge that came to me as strictly 
confidential. 

Holding that it is the oversight of 
the Advanced Registry Office and ac- 
ceptance by that office that makes a 
test valuable, and because it is 
claimed that abuses have arisen un- 
der the old System that have resulted 
in others than the owner reaping the 
advanage, the Association at the 
meeting in June adopted a resolution 
that abrogates any and all special 
rights that the owner has hitherto 
been granted in the matter of official 
tests made. The resolution makes it 


| 





| 
|obligatory for the owner to report 


the progress on all tests showing re- 
sults above certain minimums, and 
obligatory for the Supt. of A. R. to 
promptly report the results of all 
great tests to the public. The Board 
of Officers holds a meeting at Chi- 
cago during the National Dairy; 
Show, at which meeting it is ex- 
pected that such amendments to the 
rules as may be needed to carry out 
the resolution will be authorized. The 
new rules and forms will be ready in 
November. It will be made the duty 
of the owner to report to this office, 
on forms furnished, the names of all 
cows to be placed in test, with cer- 
tain other information, and will pro- 
vide that failure to keep the Supt. of 
A. R. advised of the progress of any 
test that may show results above.a 
specified minimum amount may be 
held as cause for the rejection of such 
test. 


During the period from July 1st to 
July 21st, 1913, records for 263 cows 
were received and have been accepted 
to entry in the Holstein-Friesian Ad- 
vanced Register, seven of which were 
extended to fourteen days, three to 
twenty-one, twenty-two to thirty, two 
to sixty, two to ninety, and two to 
one hundred days. This herd of 263 
animals of which over one-half were 
heifers with first or second calves, 
produced in seven consecutive days 
106 771.1 Ibs. milk containing 
3,746.957 lbs. of butter fat; thus 
showing an average of 3.51 per cent 
fat. The average production for each 
animal was 406 lbs. milk containing 
14.247 lbs. of butter fat; equivalent 
to 58 lbs. or 27.6 quarts of milk per 
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day; and 16.62 lbs. of the best com- 
mercial butter per week. 


This issue of the Official Reports 
shows the completed short-time offi- 
cial records of the noted cows, K. P. 
Pontiac Lass and Tweede White 
Lady. The first mentioned of these 
cows has been previously reported as , 
producing 35.343 lbs. fat from 585.9 
Ibs. milk in seven days, 137.198 lbs. 
fat from 2,316.4 lbs. milk in thirty 
days; while the latter produced in 
seven days, 29.963 lbs. fat from 504.7 
lbs. milk and in thirty days, 119.934 
Ibs. fat from 2,149.1 Ibs. milk. It is 
no longer customary for this office to 
overload the reports by quoting pre- 
viously given records; but in cases 
where the records are so large and 
the whole test period covers one hun- 
dred days, it is deemed allowable. In 
sixty days, K. P. Pontiac Lass pro- 
duced 247.048 Ibs. fat from::4,576.4 
lbs. milk; in ninety days, 341.347 lbs. 
fat from 6,866.4 lbs. milk; and in one 
hundred days, 372.128 Ibs. fat from 
7,601.5 lbs. milk. In sixty days, 
Tweede White Lady produced 222.382 
Ibs. fat from 4,149.7 Ibs. milk; in 
ninety days, 314.1388 lbs. fat from 
6,267.3 Ibs. milk; and in one hundred 
days, 338.934 Ibs. fat from 6954.7 
Ibs. milk. The 120-day records made 
by cows of all breeds at ‘the. St. 
Louis World’s Fair ten years ago 
were good for then; but such rec- 
ords.as the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation is now able to report make the 
best of the records then made look 
like the traditional thirty cents.

While he has not met with instances 
of serious abuse of the owners privi- 
lege of withholding results from the

THE WELDING OF IRON 
AND STEEL 

In welding, it is best to be sure 
that everything is ready before the 
iron is taken from the fire. All the 
tools should be placed so they may 
be picked up without looking tuo see 
where they are; then when every- 
thing is ready, take the pieces from 
the fire, place together on the anvil, 





hammer, welding (after the pieces 
are once stuck together) the thin 
parts first, as they are the parts 
which naturally cool the quickest. 
When welding without a flux the 
iron is brought to a high enough 
heat to melt the oxide, which is 
forced from between the welding 
pieces by the blows of the hammer. 
This heat may easily be taken when 





and weld with rapid blows of the; 





welding ordinary iron; but when 
working with some machine steel, and 
particularly tool steel, the metal can- 
not be heated to a high enough tem- 
perature to melt the oxide without 
burning the steel. 

From the above it would seem im- 
possible to weld steel, as it cannot 
be heated under ordinary conditions 
without oxidizing, but by use of a 
flux this difficulty may be overcome 
and the oxide melted at a lower tem- 
perature. Do not think that a weld 
can be “stuck” together with a weld- 
ing compound. There is no glueing 
ability in borax or anything else used 
in welding iron and steel. The office 
of all welding compound is to exclude 
the air from the surfaces to be 
welded and thus prevent oxidization 
and the formation of scale. If too 
much borax or compound is used _ it 
may itself prevent the welding of the 
metals. Then again imperfect con- 
tact of the surfaces to be joined will 
prevent welding. Imperfect scarf- 
ing will allow some of the flux to re- 
main in the weld and will allow im- 
purities to remain in the joint. It

pound be properly applied, covering 
the entire surface to be joined but not 
to such an extent as to make contact 
of the two surfaces impossible. 

The most common fluxes used are 
borax and borax and sand. Sal am- 
moniac mixed with borax seems to 
clean the surface better than borax 
alone. A flux made of one part sal 
ammoniac and four parts borax 
works well, particularly when weld- 
ing tool steel. Most patented weld- 
ing compounds have borax as a basis, 
and are very little, if any, better than 
the mixture given above.

RADICAL CHANGES IN THE PUB- 
LICATIONS OF THE U. S. 
DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE 


Important changes have been made 
in the publications of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. This has 
been done with the idea of making 








them more popular, and of giving 
them a wider usefulness. 

Twelve bureaus which have issued 
numbered bulletins and numbered cir- 
culars have discontinued both. These 
bureaus are Animal Industry, Bio- 
logical Survey, Chemistry, Entomol- 
ogl, Plant Industry, Soils, Statistics, 
Weather Bureau, Experiment Sta- 
tions, Public Roads, Forest Service, 
and Publications. This means that 
altogether 24 series have been cut 
out. 

The Crop reporter, and the For- 
eign crops report, monthly periodi- 
cals with a combined circulation of 
200,000, have also been discontinued. 

What is to take the place of these 
publications? 

First, a new bulletin is to be is- 
sued called the Bulletin of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. This 
will be issued at irregular intervals, 
and be of irregular sizes. Each bul- 
letin will treat of one subject and 
will vary from 4 to 60 pages. Each 
bulletin will be credited to the de- 
partment which writes it. November 
1, which bears the date of September, 





1913, is called Medical milk coimmis- 
sions and certified milk. This is cred- 
ited to the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try. 

Second, there will be a periodical 
called the Journal of Research. Here 
all the technical material perviously 
contributed by the scientific bureau 
will be gathered. As this is for spec- 
ialists, it will be distributed only to a 
selected list, and such institutions as 
make suitable exchange. The Super- 
intendent of Documents will sell it to 
private individuals. 

Third, there will be a weekly let- 
ter of information and suggestion 
(mimeographed) which will be sent 
only to correspondents from whom 
information is received. 

The Experiment Station Record, 
the Monthly weather review, the 
Monthly list of publications, and the 
North American fauna are to be con- 
tinued. 

The Farmers’ bulletin will be con- 
tinued, but will be briefer and more 
specific in information. 

The Yearbook also will be contin- 
ued and changed. It is hoped to make

the special trained men who can suc. 
cessfuly meet the needs and require- 
ments of modern dairy, creamery and 
cheese factory operation and be ree. 
ognized as an authority on butter 
and cheese manufacture and_ the 
storing and marketing of dairy prod- 
ucts. Wisconsin’s lead in dairying 
is traceable in no small degree to its 
dairy school wherein are provided the 
best of facilities for scientific and 
practical instruction in this great in- 
dustry. 

The first course of instruction in 
dairying given in America was pro- 
vided at this institution in 1890 when 
but two men availed themselves of 
the opportunity. A year ago more 
than 150 young men with dairy fac. 
tory experience were given training 
to fit them to become skilled butter 
and cheesemakers. Since the Wiscon- 
sin dairy course was established over 
3,000 students have gone out from 
its school to take responsible posi- 
tions in this and foreign countries. 

Young men who have had at least 
six months practical experience in a 
creamery or cheese factory will be 
admitted to the 19138-1914 Winter 
Dairy Course, which opens Novem- 
ber 5 and. will be permitted to choose 
either cheese making, or creamery 
work as their course of study. The 
course is planned to give the students 
three weeks in the shop and_ six 
weeks in either the cheese factory or 
in the creamery or if so desired, the 
last six weeks may ke equally divided 
between the two subjects. 

_ Throughout the year the Univer- 
sity operates its own creamery and

cheese factory as well as its pasteur- 
izing plant. Milk is received from 
over 200 farms in the vicinity of 
Madison and shipment of fancy print 
butter, Chedder cheese and pasteur- 
ized cream are sent out daily. As 
the milk is brought into the cream- 
ery a corps of students in charge of 
an instructor inspect the product. In 
addition to the usual inspection by 
taste, odor, etc., the Wisconsin curd 
test, devised at this school, the Far- 
rington rapid method alkaline tablet 
test, and the milk test are used. Stu- 
dents follow the milk and cream 
throughout the process of manufa:- 
ture and are acquainted. with the 
most modern methods of handling 
dairy products. Starter making, pas- 
teurization and ice cream making are 
other special lines given to the stu- 
dents in the course. 

The fees for the dairy course are 
nominal, $15 for residents of the 
state and $50 for non-residents to 
which is added a small fee for medi?- 
cal attendance and gymnasium work. 
The course has been expanded and 
improved by the increased facilities 
offered by the new buildings and lab- 
oratories and the present year is ex- 
pected to break the record for attend- 
ance as the faculty members are al- 
ready receiving applications from 
prospective students. The Dairy 
Course circular may be obtained by 
writing to the department of Dairy 
Husbandry, College of Agriculture, 
Madison, Wis.

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TYPE 

The breeders of Holstein-Friesian 
cattle are charged with a grave re- 
sponsibility. At the outset strongly 
impressed with the importance of 
type, they have allowed themselves to 
become somewhat one-sided in the di- 
rection of performance. Granted that 
performance is the ultimate purpose 
of the dairy cow, I think it needs no 
argument to prove that generally 
speaking there is a type which car- 
ries with it not only the best per- 
formance but the best physique. 

It seems to me therefore a moral 
obligation rests upon the breeders of 
pure-bred cattle steadfastly to fight 
for type, not as a mere aesthetic 
achievement but as having a funda- 
mental relation to performance. 

To this end it is imperative that 
breeders add to their discussions of 
performance the most profound and 
painstaking study of health and de- 
velopment in order to avoid the in- 
evitable deterioration that comes from 
a one-sided estimate of value.—Dr. 
H. B. FAVILL.

bulletin 170. No silage was purchas- 
able near Burlington, Vt., for love or 
money. In this juncture a mock si- 
lage was made as follows: To 8 tons 
of dry corn fodder, carrying approxi- 
mately 60 per cent dry matter, bought 
in early March in South Burlington, 
and shredded into a stave silo, was 
added on the day of shredding ap- 
proximately 3 tons of water, making 
a mass carrying about 45 per cent 
dry matter. Five days later, 2.5 tons 
more water were added, reducing the 
dry matter content to approximately 
35 per cent; three days later 4 more 
tons were added, reducing the dry 
matter content to about 28 per cent; 
a week later 2 tons more and during 
the following week small amounts 
from day to day aggregating perhaps 
1,500 pounds. The final dry matter 
content calculated about 25 per cent. 
This mock silage was fed once a day 
in lieu of the regular silage which 
was used at the other feeding. It 
was well relished, eaten with but lit- 
tle waste, was sweet, betraying almost 
no acidity, and seemed to serve every 
purpose of the orthodox product and 
to be its equivalent as a milk pro- 
ducer. Fermentation naturally oc- 
curred and doubtless some loss of dry 
matter ensued. On April 11, one 
month after the corn was shredded, 
the temperature 6 inches below the 
surface was 110 degrees Fahrenheit 
and three feet down was 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit. It was not possible to 
add water with the hose fast enough 
at the time of filling properly to wet

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the entire mass; hence some portions 
were tco dry and “fire fanged.’—Ohio 
Farmer. 

GOAT’S MILK SHOULD BE BOILED 

Scientists of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry have compiled a_ bulletin 
which is of practical interest to all 
who raise goats and to such invalids 
as have been prescribed goat’s milk 
as a diet. 

Proofs have conclusively established 
that the transmission of a_ fever 
known variously as “Malta”, “moun- 
tain”, “slow typhoid” or by certain 
other designations, to man, is accom- 
plished by the milk of infected goats. 

Careful observation in Texas and 
New Mexico show that the disease 
has always made its appearance 
among people connected with goat 
raising. Entire families have been 
taken sick with it on goat ranches. 
The sickness appears usually after 
the kidding season, during the months 
of April, May and June, when the 
people are in closer contact with the 
goats. 

Observations have also shown that 
just over the border in Mexico goat 
herders are not nearly so liable to the 
disease. Conclusions hawve been 
drawn that this is not due to any nat- 
ural immunity but to the fact that 
the Mexicans always toil the milk be- 
fore drinking it, while the Americans 
use it raw. 

The general opinion has prevailed 
that the United States is free from 
Malta fever and that the disease has 
only occurred through importations. 








However, it now seems evident that 
the Malta fever has existed in Texas 
and New Mexico for at least 25 years. 
The fever takes its name from Great 
Britain's island in the Mediterranean 
where the disease has been exceed- 
ingly prevalent. among British sol- 
diers and sailors. Its occurrence in 
tropical and subtropical localities has 
been noted in almost every country. 
A number of cases have been reported 
among our soldiers who had just re- 
turned from the Philippine Islands. 

Pasteurization of infected milk for 
twenty minutes at 145° Fahrenheit 
is sufficient to destroy the organism 
which transmits the disease. There- 
fore, milk pasteurized for the de- 
struction of typhoid and tuberculosis 
germs will also be free from the 
Malta fever germ. 

The course of the disease may ex- 
tend for from six weeks up to a year 
and cases -have even been observed 
in which relapses have occurred for 
three years. In human beings the 
mortality is estimated at 3 per cent. 

In animals the course of the disease 
always appears to ke _ protracted. 
Cases have been noted in goats that 
extended over a period of more than 
a year. The prognosis in animals 
is always favorable as far as the 
health is concerned. But although 
the disease has no active effect on 
goats, its eradication must be con- 
sidered for the public health and it is 
particularly important since there has 
been a tendency recently among phy- 
sicians to advise the drinking of 
goat’s milk for children and invalids.
